Hon.  James  M.  Curley, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  compliance  with  section  24  of  chapter  3 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances,  the  Board  of  Election  Com- 
missioners respectfully  submits  its  annual  report. 

Registration. 

Registration  opened  at  the  Central  Office  on  Septem- 
ber 6,  and  was  continued  each  day  (Sundays  and  holidays 
excepted)  up  to  and  including  November  23. 

Registration  in  wards  was  held  on  October  27,  28  and 
29,  November  17,  18,  19,  21,  22  and  23,  from  10  a.  m. 
to  10  p.m. -continuously.  Registration  closed  at  10  p.m., 
November  23  and  all  applicants  who  appeared  and 
had  the  qualifications  of  voters  were  registered. 

Number  of  Voters. 

At  the  city  election  held  December  14,  1920,  the  num- 
ber of  male  and  female  voters  on  the  list  was  203,666. 
The  number  of  such  voters  on  the  first  list  published  by 
the  Board  October  20,  1921,  was  178,611.  From  that 
time  to  the  close  of  registration  for  the  city  election  there 
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were  added  the  names  of  28,979  voters.  The  number 
of  voters  on  the  final  Hst  sent  to  the  polls  on  the  day  of 
the  city  election  held  December  13,  1921,  was  207,590, 
an  increase  of  3,924  over  the  number  on  the  list  at  the 
preceding  city  election. 

Supplementary     Registration     of     Soldiers     and 

Sailors. 
Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  258  of  the  General 
Acts  of  the  year  1918,  entitled  ''An  Act  to  provide  for 
Supplementary  Registration  of  Soldiers  and  Sailors," 
two  men  in  the  military  service  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  afforded  by  this  act  by  registering  as  voters 
of  this  city  during  the  period  after  the  close  of  regis- 
tration up  to  the  third  day  preceding  the  city  election. 

Polling  Places. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  voting  precincts,  from 
221  to  274  in  number  added  53  new  polling  places  which 
were  located  as  follows:  149  in  public  schools,  51  in 
booths,  42  in  church  vestries,  19  in  private  buildings 
and  schools,  13  in  public  buildings.     Total,  274. 

In  the  matter  of  locating  polling  places  in  church 
vestries,  private  buildings  and  private  schools,  the 
public  and  election  officers  were  well  pleased  with  the 
accommodations,  as  the  rooms  were  well  lighted,  heated 
and  ventilated.  Public  schools  were  used  for  polling 
places  where  proper  arrangements  could  be  made  and 
the  Board  has  hope  that  a  greater  number  of  public 
schools  may  be  used  for  such  purpose  in  the  future. 

A  publication  containing  a  list  of  the  location  of  the 
polling  places  together  with  the  precinct  boundaries 
was  issued  by  this  department  and  seemed  to  meet  with 
the  approval  of  the  voters. 

Delivery  of  Ballots,  Ballot  Boxes,  Etc.,  Election 

Days. 
The  method  employed  formerly  in  the  distribution  of 
ballots,  ballot  boxes,  etc.,  on  the  mornings  of  election 
was  to  have  a  police  officer  for  each  precinct  in  the  city, 
274  in  number,  report  at  this  office  at  4  a.  m.,  and  be 
driven  in  carriage  or  auto  to  the  precinct  to  which  he 
had  been  assigned,  two  police  officers  being  cared  for 
in  each  auto  or  carriage.  This  same  method  was  pur- 
sued at  the  close  of  the  polls  in  the  collection  of  the 
registering  ballot  boxes,  unused  ballots,  etc.

At  the  city  election  held  December  13,  1921,  a  motor 
truck  was  assigned  to  each  ward  of  the  city  for  the 
delivery  of  the  ballots,  ballot  boxes,  etc.,  which,  while  in 
transit,  were  in  the  custody  of  a  police  sergeant  and  an 
assistant  registrar  of  voters  of  this  department.  The 
collection  of  registering  ballot  boxes,  unused  ballots, 
etc.,  at  the  close  of  the  polls  was  made  in  the  same 
manner. 

This  change  of  method  has  resulted  in  the  reduction 
of  police  officials  engaged  in  this  work  from  274  to  26 
in  number,  and  will  be  a  saving  in  the  expenses  of  this 
department. 

Notification  to  Voters   of   Location   of  Polling 

Places. 

Owing  to  the  numerous  changes  in  the  location  of 
polhng  places  throughout  the  city,  the  Board  notified 
each  registered  voter  qualified  to  vote  at  the  city  election, 
by  postal  card,  giving  the  ward  and  precinct  and  location 
of  the  polling  place  and  the  date  of  the  election. 

Initiative  and  Referendum  Petitions. 
During  the  year  1921  initiative  and  referendum  peti- 
tions, for  certification  of  the  names  of  signers  of  such 
petitions,  were  filed  at  this  office,  as  follows: 

1.  Referendum  petition  asking  for  a  referendum  to 
the  people,  of  chapter  368,  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1921, 
namely:  "An  Act  providing  for  suits  against  certain 
voluntary  associations." 

2.  Referendum  petition  asking  for  a  referendum  to 
the  people,  of  chapter  438  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1921, 
namely:  "An  Act  relative  to  the  examination  and 
licensing  of  motion  picture  films  to  be  publicly  exhibited 
and  displayed  in  this  Commonwealth." 

3.  Initiative  petition  for  "An  Act  requiring  savings 
banks  to  give  depositors  the  rights  and  privileges  now 
conferred  upon  members  of  such  corporations." 

4.  Initiative  petition  for  "An  Act  requiring  savings 
banks,  savings  departments  of  trust  companies  and 
institutions  for  savings  to  pay  interest  on  savings 
deposits  monthly." 

Reorganization. 
Chapter  305   of  the  Acts   of  the  year   1920,   being 
"An  Act  to  place  certain  of  the  employees  of  the  Elec- 
tion Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  civil 
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service  law,"  was  passed  by  the  City  Council  on 
December  28,  1921,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on 
January  13,  1922.  The  department  as  now  organized 
consists  of  4  commissioners,  1  chief  assistant  registrar,  1 
executive  assistant  registrar,  3  deputy  chief  assistant 
registrars,  35  assistant  registrars,  1  foreman  carpenter, 
2  carpenters  and  1  janitor. 

Revision  of  Voting  List. 

The  names  of  1,645  voters  were  stricken  from  the 
voting  list  by  reason  of  death,  removal  from  the  city 
and  other  causes.  There  were  no  complaints  of  illegal 
registration. 

Jurors. 

The  jury  list  prepared  by  the  Board  in  1921  contained 
the  names  of  9,134  voters  of  Boston.  During  the  time 
covered  by  this  report  1,897  were  drawn  for  jury  service. 

Membership  of  the  Board. 

The  term  of  Jacob  Wasserman,  Esq.,  expired  March 
31,  1921,  and  he  was  reappointed  for  the  term  of  four 
years  ending  March  31,  1925,  and  was  approved  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission.  He  immediately  assumed 
the  duties  of  his  office.  Mejancthon  W.  Burlen  was 
designated  by  the  Mayor  as  chairman  of, the  Board  of 
Elpction  Commissioners  and  Frederick  A.  Finigan 
member  of  the  Listing  Board. 

Expenses  of  the  Department. 

The  expenses  of  the  Election  Department  for  the 
year  ending  January  31,  1922,  amounted  to  $176,309.58.
